| FURTHER DETAILS OF THE INTERVIEW BETWEEN 
THE TWO SOVERBIGNS. 


Loxpon, Sept. 24, 1820. 


The Times this morning, in its war corres- 
pondence, has the following details of the 
meeting of King William of Prussia and the 
Emperor Napoieon et Bellevne. The meet- 
ing between the two monarchs was very cor— 
dial apparently. After shaking hands, they 
entered the conservatory. The officers who 
were in the conservatory then came out, 
leaving the two alone. A dialogue then took 
place, of which the following is the substance. 

King William—God has given our arms 
victories in the war you have precipitated. 

Emperor Napoleon—The war was not 
sought by me, but was imposed upon me by 
public opinion. 

King (assenting emphatically)—Your Mia- 
isters created that opinion. Your army, 
however, certainly fought bravely. 

Emperor—But the Prussians bad the disci- 
pline that mine has recently lacked. 

King—Before and since 1863 we studied 
carefully the experience and inveotions of 
other nations. 

Emperor—Your artillery won everything. 
It is the finest in the world, 

King—Ia the matter of artillery particular- 
ly we have altilized the experience of other 
nations. 

Emperor—Prince Frederick Charles decided 
the event of the last battle, his army carry- 
ing my last position. 

King—You err. It was my son who fought 
at Sedaa. 

Emperor—Where, then, was Prince Freder- 
ick Charles? 

King—His army corps is before Metz.

Kiug—Have you anything to propose ? 

Emperor—Nothing whatever. I am a pris- 
oner.
